As for the Scurvy, a diſeaſe - 
which ſeizes on the Body of .Man hy ſeveral ways and Teems, fo 
accordingly ought it to be'workt upon as you ſee the perſon at- 
fefted, and as you ſee the diſtemper ſeize him, which certainly 
muſt be the beſt way.
